EINSTEIN 1S HONORED 
AS “MONARCH OF MIND’ 


Formaily Welcomed by New 
York Mayor — Attends 
Metropolitan Opera. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The city 
of New York today welcomed “A 
Monarch of the Mind.” The words 
are those-~ef Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, president of Co.imbia Univer- 
sity, who used them in preconting 
Prof. Albert Einstein to Mayor 
James J. Wall.er at the official 
welcome ceremonies at City Hall. 

Mayor Walker assured Prof. 
Einstein that New Yorkc:: “have 
a very profound appreciation of 
the contributions you have made 
to science even if we don’t wider- 
stand them.” 

Later today Prof. Einstein will 
speak by radio in German on Pales- 
tine under the auspices of the 
American Student Zionist Federa- 
tion. His wife will translate his 
aGdress into English. 

Opera tempted Einstein out of 
his ocean liner suite last night. He 
went to the Metropolitan Opera 
House. Offered his choice of Wag- 
ner’s “Siegfried’’ or Bizet’s Car- 
men,” he preferred “Carmen.” 

He sat with his wife in a box in 
the diamond horseshoe. He rose 
and bowed to acknowledge applause 
when the audience discovered him 
there in the first act intermission. 
and after the performance he went 
backstage and paid his respects to 
Maria Jeritza, Austrian prima 
donna, and her colleagues. 

When William G. Guard, general 
factotum of the Metropolitan, of- 
fered the scientist this one-sentence 
definition of relativity: “There is 
no hitching post for the universe 
so far as we know,” Prof. Einstein 
laughed heartily, drew out a foun- 
tain pen and wrote beneath the 
definition in his native language: 
„Gelesen und richtig befunden” 
(read and found correct), A. Ein- 
stein, 12-12-30.“ 

On Monday he will continue his 
journey to California on the Bel- 
genland. 

The editor of the Newtown (N. 
Y.) High School paper, X-Ray, said 
to William (Blimp) Friedman, his 
star reporter: “Dash over and get 
an exclusive interview with Doc 
Einstein.”

GEN. SALINA’S SON 
AMONG REVOLTERS 


Five Mutineers and Two 
Federal Soldiers Killed, 12 
Wounded — Maj. Franco 
Said to Be One of Lead- 
ers in Rebellion.

MADRID, Dec. 13.—In a clash 


near the town of Ayerle at dawn 
today Federal troops took 100 pris- 
oners, seized rebel equipment and 
drove a revolting regiment of in- 
fantry back on the garrison town 
of Jaca, where rebellion broke out 


yesterday. 
Gen. Berenguer, the Prime Min- 
ister, said the engagement ter- 


minated the revolt and that Fed- 
eral troops were in control of the 


Jaca area. 

Berenguer made this announce- 
ment after a brief audience with 
King Alfonso this morning. The 
loyal troops from Saragossa, he 
seid, continued a march on Jaca 
after the fight. 

It was a nice bit of tactics which 
rcuted the rebels, Berenguer said. 
Two strong units converged on 
Ayerbe from different angles and 
caught the rebel forces of about 
1000 men in a sort of nutcracker 
at the Ayerbe mountain pass. Gen. 
Jorge Fernandez Herdia was in 
command of the Federals. 

Eight rebel officers, none of 
whom was identified in the dis- 
patches, were among the captives. 
They are to be courtmartialed im- 
mediately. 

Official Report of Casualties. 

First official reports of the cas- 
ualties in the clash about Ayerbe 
and the nearby town of Plasencia 
said five rebels and two Federal 
soldiers were killed and a dozen 
“nounded, but it appeared certain 
that the figures would grow. The 
vounded and dead were taken to a 
temporary hospital at Huesca, to 
which the Government rushed doc- 
tcrs and equipage from Saragossa. 

Additional information said the 
fight started at 8 o'clock this 
morning with Federal forces shell- 
ing the rebels’ position with moun- 
tain artillery and one battery of 
field pieces. After an hour cav- 
alry was brought up to storm the 
rebels who began dropping their 
arms and surrendering. 

Shout “Viva Republica.” 

As three rebel officers walked 
toward the Federal lines, they 
shouted “Viva Republica.” They 
were captured and will be court 
martialed. 

One of the revolting officers who 
surfendered was Capt. Salinas, son 
of Gen. Salinas, Spanish chief of 
staff at Saragossa. Thus, if Capt. 
Salinas should be ordered executed, 
his own father will have to sign 
the death warrant. 

Observers in Madrid expressed 
the opinion that one reason for the 
sudden collapse of the revolt was 
the lack of outstanding national 
figures in the rebel camp. Maj. 
Ramon Franco, famous aviator. 
who has been on the outs with the 
Government for some time, was re- 
ported one of the guiding spirits of 
the revolt, but this has not been 
ccnfirmed.

MUCH OPPOSITION 


TO ONE NOMINEE

Worker, Will Not Get

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.— While 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee was examining nom- 
inees for the reorganized Federal 
Power Commission yesterday, 
Frank E. Bonner, executive secre- 
tary of the -present commission, 
who has been under constant fire 
for his alleged favoritism to pub- 
lic utilities corporations, announced 
he was quitting his position be- 
cause of senatorial criticism. 

Bonner’s separation from the 
Commission has been foreshadowed 
for some time. When President 
Hoover sent to the Senate the five 
nominations for the new Power 
Commission the members of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
agreed that all nominees should 
be asked either publicly or pri- 
vately whether they would allow 
Bonner to continue in the key posi- 
tion of the commission. 

Only one nominee, George Otis 
Smith, djrector of the Geological 
Survey, was asked publicly whether 
he would retain Bonner. He pub- 
licly announced he did not want 
to pledge himself before he took 
office. 

Hearings held by the committee 
during the week disclosed that 
there will be varying degrees of 
opposition to the presidential nom- 
inees. Frank R. McNinch of North 
Carolina, who described himself as 
an independent Democrat, will 
meet the most serious opposition 
and possibly will not get a favor- 
able report from the committee. 
McNinch, who managed the anti- 
Smith campaign in North Carolina 
in 1928, was questioned for three 
hours yesterday regarding his 
political affiliations. 

Hawes Leads Opposition. 

The fight against McNinch’s con- 
firmation is led by Senator Hawes 
of Missouri, Smith's Middle Western 
campaign manager, who said he 
did not see how any self-respecting 
Democrat could approve the Mc- 
Ninch appointment. 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the Senate Democratic leader, gave 
notice today he would oppose the 
confirmation of McNinch. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, announced he would protest 
against the confirmation of Marcel 
Garsaud of Louisiana. Four sup- 
porters of Gov. Huey P. Long of 
Louisiana appeared before he com- 
mittee in opposition to Garsaud. 
charging he had been allied with 
public utility interests. 

Some opposition developed dur- 
ing the hearing against George 
Otis Smith, nominated for the five- 
year term. Smith, a most adroit 
witness, declared against Govern- 
ment operation of utilities and at 
one time said that if a municipality 
and a privately owned utility pe- 
titioned the commission for a hy- 
dro-electric license, he would put 
the burden of proof on the mu- 
n.cipality. When remin led that the 
1920 water power act specifically 
gave preference to municipalities 
he said he, of course, would follow 
the law. 

The two other nominees. Ralph 
F. Williamson of Washington and 
Claude L. Draper of Wyoming, who 
with Smith constitute the three Re. 
piblican nominees, ere questioned 
orly perfunctorily by the commit- 
tee. 

Source of Anti-Smith Fund 

McNinch was prepared for the 
committee for close questioning 
about his political affiliations. He 
read a long prepared statement 
and for the first time made public 
the source ot a $30,906 fund used 
against Smith in the 1928 North 
Carolina campaign. Opponents to 
nis confirmation had declared that 
ut least part of this money came 
from the public utility interests. 

McNinch accounted for all but 
$6000 of the fund. This amount. 
ho testified, had been contributed 
through J. L. Morehead, Durham, 
N. C., who refused to make public 
the names of the actual contribu- 
tors. McNinch read a letter from 
Morehead saying these contributors 
were not allied with the public 
uthities, but that the money had 
been given in confidence by busi- 
es men who did not want their 
names used. 

Senator Brookhart of Iowa in- 
sisted that Morehead be called be- 


fore the committee to tell the 


names of the contributors. “There 
should be no such thing,” said 
Brookhart, as a confidence in po- 
litical contributions.” No action 
was taken on the Brookhart pro- 
posal. 

McNinch disclosed that $5000 had 
been sent by the Virginia anti- 
Smith campaign group and that 
32000 had been contributed 
through David p. Blair, former 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
by Louis D. Mayer, Los Angeles 
motion pieture magnate, and an- 
other motion picture man, whose 
name Blair did not remember. 
When questioned about his actual 
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votes in 1928 and 1930, McNinch 
said he had voted for Hoover and 
Curtis in 1928, but had supported 
the Democratic ticket on all other 
candidates. In 1930, he said, he had 
voted for the Republican candi- 
date for Congress from his district 
and had not voted in the senatorial 
contest. He said he had opposed 
Gov. Smith because of Smith's 


Tammany connections and his views 


on prohibition and immigration. 
He declared the religious issue had 
not influenced him. 


Tells Why He Is Eligible. 


The law reorganizing the Power 
Commission states that not more 
than three members of the commis- 
sion shall belong to one major 
party. McNinch said he could 
qualify because he was not a Re- 
publican, but an independent Dem- 
ocrat. He declared the President 
could have appointed a Socialist or 
a Prohibitionist to the commission. 
Hawes and other Democrats in- 
gisted Congress had intended that 
the commission be composed of 
three Republicans and two Demo- 
crats, and that McNinch’s position, 
while technically legal, violated 
the spirit of the law. 

McNinch volunteered the infor- 
mation that he was known in 
North Carolina as “a poor man’s 
lawyer, and that he had never re- 
ceived a dollar from the utility in- 
terest in any connection. 


Chairman Couzens had inserted 
in the committee’s record the en- 
tire list of contributors to the $30,- 
000 campaign fund in order that 
MeNinch’s critics might file state- 
ments concerning the origins of 
the contributions. Couzens said 
the committee’s report on all the 
nominees might be ready Monday. 
Bonner, in notifying Secretary 
of Interior Wilbur yesterday he was 
ready to accept reassignment in the 
Government service, called atten- 
tion to the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee’s challenging of 
nominees for the new commission 
as reason for his action. 

In a letter rushed to Chairman 
Couzens, Bonner declared he did 
not desire to be connected with an 
organization to be used as a poli- 
tical football.“ 


Bonner's Letter to Couzens. 


The letter follows: 
“According to press accounts 
this morning (Friday), Senator 
Wheeler of Montana is reported to 
have made an unwarranted attack 
on me before your committee yes- 
terday and endeavored to exact a 
pledge from an apbointee to this 
commission that my services would 
be terminated. 
“Apparently, other members of 
the committee falled to voice ob-

The 86-year-old grandmother of

Mrs. Zenana Curtis, Los Angeles, 
Cal., was the first to testify for the 
defense after the Court had over- 
ruled a motion for a directed ver. 
dict of acquittal. 
Mrs. Curtis testified Mrs. Shepard 
drank heavily when she lived with 
her before the granddaughter’s 
marriage to the Maſor. This was 


divorce from her first husband. She 
said Mrs. Shepard liked “hard 
liquor.’’ 
The witness said Mrs. Shepard 
wrote her some months before her 
death at Fort Riley, Kan., in June, 
1929, that she “did not want to 
live.“ 
“Afraid He Would Get Divorce.” 
“Did she ever say Anything to 
you about getting a divorce?” she 
was asked. “She was afraid Maj. 
Shepard would get a divorce and 
said, ‘what shall I do if he does?“ 
Mrs. Curtis replied. 
At the time Maj. Shepard, who is 
59 years old, was in San Antonio, 
Tex., taking a flight surgeon's 
course late in 1928, when he first 
met Miss Grace Brandon, the 
blonde stenographer, 24, for. the 
love of whom the Government 
charges Shepard poisoned his wife. 
“She said she felt the absence of 
the restraining influence of Maj. 
Shepard; that he was willing to let 
her drink wine but that she had 
to have hard liquor.” 
Mrs. Curtis testified that ordi- 
narily a person would not notice 
the condition of Mrs. Shepard 
when she was drinking, but said 
on one occasion it was necessary 
to “lock her up.“ 
“I never saw her put a bottle to 
her lips but she didn't deny the 
fact to me that she did drink,” the 
witness said on cross-examination. 
“You thought Mrs. Shepard was 
a most lovable. woman didn't 
you?” Charming.“ she “replied, 
“and very good looking.“ 
The witness said Mrs. Shepard 
would go for two or three years 
at a time without taking a drink. 
Court Adjourned Till Monday. 
After hearing Mrs. Curtis and 
Mrs. J. J. Fraser, Denver, Colo. 
who testified she was a neighbor 
of the. Shepards when the Major 
was stationed at Omaha, Neb., and 
that his wife was ‘‘a woman of 
moods,“ court was adjourned until 
Monday. 
Mrs. Curtis is hard of hearing. 
The attorneys were forced to stand 
close to the witness chair and ask 
their questions loudly. — 
Leaving the stand, the aged 
woman asked Harry A. Class, 
Shepard’s chief counsel: “Did 1 
make a good witness.” Fine!“ 
Class replied. 
The defense opened its testimony 
after the Government complet- 
ed reading a statement Shepard is 
alleged to have made to Federal 
agents before his arrest, which 
contradicts many points in the tes- 
timony. 
Class said medical witnesses would 
be call to offset the testimony 
of prosecution experts who said on 
the stand Mrs. Shepard died of 
mercurial poisoning. Then, Class 
said, witneases wolud testify that 
Mrs. Shepard was an inveterate 
drinker and drank heavily on the 
day she became ill. 
Called Miss Brandon “Liar.” 
The prosecution had brought its 
case to a close with the reading of 
the statement, which included an 
assertion that Miss Brandon was 
A lar“ if she had said he told her 
he would divorce his wife and mar- 
ry her. 
During the questioning agents 
asked Shepard: “You lost your 
head over this fool girl?” “I did 
not.“ the statement quoted Shep- 
ard. 
Later Shepard was quoted as 
Saying: “I met this party (Miss 
Brandon) in San Antonio in 1928, 
but there was nothing between us 
until after my wife's death.” 
This conflicted with the testi- 
mony ot Miss Brandon, the Gov- 
ernment’s witness, that Shepard 
had made love to her prior to his 
wife's death and had mentioned the 
hope that Mrs. Shepard would ob- 
tain a divorce.

REBEL TROOPS IN 


SPAIN SAID TO HAVE 
BEEN DRIVEN BACK 


Continued From Page One. 


plied with a Government order and 
completely ignored the story of the 
outbreak. 


The Huesca country, in which 
the fighting appears to center, is 
a rugged mountainous region in 
the grip of a severe cold wave. 
Snow has fallen within the last day 
or so over much of the territory 
the Federals must traverse before 
reaching the rebel stronghold. 

“The forces which left Saragos- 
sa, said the Premier, “joined a 
detachment from Huesca and fell 
upon the rebels. There were many 
casualties and the artillery and mo- 
tor trucks of the rebellious faction 
fell into the hands of the loyal 
troops.” 

He disclosed also that yesterday 
and early this morning airplanes 
flew over the rebel lines showering 
pamphlets promising immunity to 
all who surrender and heavy pun- 
ishment for those who do not. 

Gen. Herdia. who executed this 
morning’s campaign, is a son-in- 
law of the late “Butcher” Weyler, 
who commanded the Spanish forces 
in the Spanish-American war. 

It appears that the garrison at 
Jaca revolted and captured most 
of the town and fortress, driving 
a few loyal troops and the Mayor 
of the little city into a retreat. 

Then, loading themselves into 
busses and trucks, they started out 
for Huesca. Civil guards fired upon 
them as they traveled the moun- 
tain roads toward the provincial 
capital and five guards were killed. 
Rebel losses were not known. En- 
route they met Gen. Las Heras, 
Governor of Huesca, who had set 
out for Jaca. and captured him. 
He was wounded twice in the clash. 

Approaching Huesca they found 
preparations under way to halt 
their advance, so they stopped at 
Ayerbe and fortified that place to 
hold it against approaching loyal 
columns, led by Gen. Folla and 
Gay. In a skirmish during the 
late afternoon there were a num- 
ber of casualtis, among them a 
Major. Rebels hurriedly threw up 
earthworks and sent scouts out to 
reconnoiter. 

Although he did not say, Barce- 
lona reports were received that the 
Jaca uprising had had a popular 
reaction there and that the Gov- 
ernment was reinforcing its guards 
although no serious difficulty has 
developed. 

Gen. Berenguer blamed syndical- 
ist agitators, who have led Spanish 
laboring classes in a series of gen- 
eral strikes which have left hardly 
a single Spanish city untouched 
during the last few weeks, for the

The revolt, which observers be- 
lieved the rebels had planned to 
have much more widespread than 
appears the case, apparently was 
planned for weeks, and did not 
catch the Government napping.

Rupert L. Fleury, vice president 
and auditor of the Guaranty com- 
pany, was taken to jail after he 
testified before the grand jury, 
which indicted Beesemyer for 
grand theft, that for five years he 
was aware of his superior’s misuse 
of funds. Miss Ethel Flanagan, 
the firm’s head bookkeeper, was 
sent to a hotel to be held under 
guard until she ce be questioned 
further. She testified she kept 
Beesemyer's private books. 

Beesemyer was before the grand 
Fry an hour. He said he had con- 
verted $7,661,793.78 of the Guaran- 
ty company’s funds to his personal 
account and used it in private ven- 
tures. He is held in lieu of $250,- 
600 bond. Beesemyer's story was 
ene of investment in a department 
store, oil wells and personal notes 
of friends. : 

Investigators said audits of the 
books of the North American Bond 
and Mortgage Co. and the Guaran- 
ty Holding Corporation, which 
companies Béesemyer also said he 
had looted, are under way.

In all probability Mr. Coolidge gets 
his frumenty out of a can and was per- 
suaded by some enterprising breakfast 
food firm to give it his indorsement. Cer- 
tain I am that the frumenty which Mr. 
Coolidge eats for his breakfast, and for 
farm relief, is of a different order from 
that which Washington Irving describes 
in his Christmas eve essay of the Sketch 
Book which the Post-Dispatch editorial 
quotes as follows: “The squire made his 
supper of frumenty .... a standing 
dish of cld times for Christmas eve.” 

It took a whole day and constant at- 
tention to prepare the frumenty of the 
old times, for it had to be stirred all the 
time to keep it from scorching. There 
were, besides the milk and wheat, 
“raisins and currants and what not“ in 
the mixture an@ when the frumenty was 
fully done, and while it was piping hot, 
there was a libation of rum poured over 
it, the last of the “seasoning’’ and the 
first thing after the blessing. 

If it had depended upon Mr. Coolidge’s 
contributions to literature and farm re- 
lief or even upon Washington Irving's 
Sketch Book, I might.never have consid- 
ered myself, as I do now, the greatest 
living authority on “frumenty,” or ‘“‘fur- 
mity“ as it is sometimes spelled, Thomas 
Hardy spells it furmity“ in his world re- 
nowned novel. “The Mayor of Caster- 
bridge.” Furmity figures largely in the 
book. I have read the tale a thousand 
times, more or less, and always get a 
thrill out of it. Nobody could read 
through the first chapter and lay the 
book down till the last word is read. In 
the first chapter the reader learns all 
there is to know about furmity, the 
process of making it, and the evils that 
accompanied and flowed from it in the 
case of young Michael Henchard, a hay 
trusser by trade, who got drunk on 
furmity and cut such fantastic shapes 
before high heaven as made the angels 
weep.

paratory Disarmament Commission as a 
failure brought about in part by the action, 
or the inaction, of Great Britain. His argu- 
ment runs roughly like this: Conscription 
is an unavoidable evil which can be suc- 
cessfully fought by reducing the period of 
training. Similarly, direct limitation of war 
material—guns, tanks and the like—is un- 
obtainable, but budgetary limitation of mi- 
itary expenditure is possible and would be 
nearly as effective. Let us therefore con- 
centrate on what is practicable—in other 
words, on what the present French Govern- 
ment will accept. 

There are two main points in this argu- 
ment. In the first place, it is assumed that 
the only way to disarmament is to conform 
with the present French official standpoint. 
In the second place, it is assumed that the 
reforms which May perhaps be obtained by 
this method—an agreed maximum period 
of conscript service and budgetary Itmita- 
tion—are valuable contributions to the re- 
duction of armaments. Both assumptions 
are open to criticism.

prize for literature. He was care- 
ful to say that his remarks should 
not be construed as attacks.“ 

Speaking to an audience that 
crammed the Stock Exchange Hall 
and accorded him a tremendous 
ovation, Lewis defended himself 
against the charge of being a lit- 
erary “anarchist.” He alluded to 
his American contemporaries in 
writing. Theodore Dreiser, “march- 
ing alone, usually unappreciated,” 
and H. L. Mencken, “with his 
boisterous jecring,” came under re- 
view. 

J cannot imagine these two,” 
Lewis said, “being present at the 
serenely Athenian dinners of the 
Academy, a perfect example of the 
divorce in America of intellectual 
life from all our standards of im- 
portance and reality.” a 

He spoke of Ernest Hemingway, 
Thomas Wolfe, and Thornton Wil- 
der, too. “I salute them all,” he 
said. 

In Give and Take of Brickbats. 

Referring to his own works, 
Lewis admitted there were many in 
the United States who did not like 
them. 

“One good pastor in California, 
after reading my ‘Elmer Gantry’ 
desired to lead a mob and lynch 
me,” he related. “Another holy 
man in the State of Maine won- 
dered if thtre wasn't dome re- 
epectable und righteous way of put- 
ting me in jafl. (“Elmer Gantry” 
is a narrative study of preachers 
and their practices). 

“I’ve now and then received 
some brickbats. Still. I've heaved 
a good many brickbats myself and 
would be fatuous not to expect to 
receive a fair number in return.” 

For American literature Lewis 
saw some improvement ahead. 

„I have for the future of Amer- 
ican literature every hope, every 
eager belief,” he said. “We are 
coming out of the stuffiness of safe 
and sane and incredibly dull pro- 
vincialisin. 

“Then there are the young 
Americans today who are doing 
such passionately authentic work. 
It makes me sick to see that Im a 
jittle too old to be one of them. 

“They are determined to give 
America, a country as strange as 
Russia and as complex as China, a 
literature worthy of her vastness.” 

Praises Dreiser for Pioneering. 

Lewis observed there were some 
in the United States who were not 
pleased the Nobel award went to 
him. 

“Suppose you had chosen Theo- 
dore Dreiser,” he said. ‘Now, to 
me Dreiser, more than any other. is 
a man marching alone. He has 
cleared a trail from Victorian and 
Howellsian timidity and gentility in 
American fiction to honesty, bold- 
ness and passion of Ife. 

“Without his pionecring; I doubt 
if any of us—unless we liked to be 
sent to jaii—could seek to express 
life and beauty. My great col- 
league, Sherwood Anderson, hs 
proclaimed this.

DUN'S WEEKLY REVIEW 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Dun's 
review today says: 

With the end of the year little 
more than a fortnight distant, busi- 
ness reflects the characteristics 
which are common to the season. 
In some important respects, the 
present situation differs from the 
conditions of settled times, but 
surface movements are much like 
those which invariably prevail at 
this period. Stimulus to retail dis- 
tribution through holiday shopping 
and relaxing industrial activities 
are familiar phases in mid-Decem- 
ber, and the main attention now 
lies in the probable future course 
of general trade. The early pros- 
pects are not clearly defined, vari- 
ous uncertainties still rendering the 
outlook obscure, and the persist- 
ence of commodity price unsettle- 
ment remains an unsatisfactory 
aspect. Even after many months 
of declining markets, the status 
has not yet been reached where 
other than isolated instances of 
steadiness have developed, and the

Dus had just transferred $20 re- 
ceipts from a cash register to a 
coat pocket preparatory to closing 
for the night when two Negroes 
entered his store. His son, Frank. 
17, described ou as cross-eyed and 
the other as a young Negro in 
woman's clothing, who might have 
been either a man ora woman. 

One of the pair ordered some 
cookies from Frank, who was 
standing before the cake rack. As 
the yéuth-turned to fill the order, 
the cross-eyed Negro drew a re- 
volver and said, “Stick em up. We 
want your money.” 

Frank Dus. turned with hands 
raised. His father, still behind the 
counter near the cash register. 
seemed not to understand the com- 
mand. The robber fired and Dus 
fell back against the wall. 

The robber, who, police think, 
had been watching from outside, 
took the money from Dus’ pocket 
but did not search the cash regis- 
ter. He and his companion ran out 
and escaped in a large closed au- 
tomobile. 

A Coroner’s verdict of murder 
by an unidentified assailant was 
returned following an inquest to- 
day. Funeral services for Dus will 
be held at 9 a. m. Monday from St.
